WASHINGTON (AP)—President Dwight D. Eisenhower said 
Wednesday he personally Nkes France's Charles de Gaulle and 
has worked in a friendly way with him before. 

Risenhower spoke out at a news conference about his war- 
time and postwar friendship with De Gaulle but declined to make 
any direct comment on the French political crisis. 

Answering a question, Eisenhower said he happened to be 
one of the people who likes De Gaulle. 

He recalled that as a wartime Supreme Commander in Eu- 
rope he had what he called a jong experience of friendly contact 
with the French general. 

Eisenhower said he also remembered a Jong talk he had with 
De Gaulle at a dinner at Atlantic Pact headquarters before he 
left Europe In 1851 to run for Presitent, 

ERisenhower In speaking these kind words about De Gaulle 
said he did not want to analyze De Gaulle’s qualities, qualifica- 
tions and characteristics for high office. 


Agrees With Dulles 

WASHINGTON (UP)—President Dwight D. Eisenhower dis- 
closed in a news conference vesterday that he agreed with Sec- 
retary of State John Foster Duiles’ recent “interpretation” of the 
Mideast doctrine to the effect that it authorizes the U.S. Admin- 
istration to take military action to belp friendly governments 
whose independence is threatened even if they are not the vic- 
tims of overt aggression from Communist sources. 

The President said that the current situation in North Africa 
and the Middle East has caused high U.S. officials to intensify 
somewhat their regular study of American military and diplo- 
matic policies. 

Asked whether the U.S, was “reappraising” its policies with 
respect to defending the Western world in the light of the French 
and Middle Kastern situations,.the President replied that every 
day there are high level conferences to see what new respon- 
sibilities had devolved on the United States. There is no such 
thing as established policy which cannot be changed, the Presi- 


dent said, and this includes the matter of deployment of military 
forces.

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U.S. Issues 
Challenge 
To Kremlin 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The 
United States Tuesday issued 
a new challenge to Russia to 
accept a disarmament agree- 
ment including inspections to 
prove that Soviet armed might 
actually was being reduced. 

The challenge was made by 
the State Department in com- 
menting on the Soviet Govern 
ment announcement that it will 
withdraw Soviet troops from 
Romania and Hungary and that 
the other nations of the So 
viet bloc would cut their own 
military forces. 

State Department press off- 
cer Lincoln White said the 
departmem has not yet receiv: 
ed any official word on the So 
viet announcement. 

But he said the first tentative 
reaction here to Russia's an- 
nouncement of withdrawal of 
Soviet troops from Hungary and 
Romania was that it “may 
prove a favorable development” 
if it leads to more independence 
for the two nations. 

He said the Communist move 
“would have important signi- 
ficance” in East-West relaiions 
“If it were to be accompanied 
by a general controlled disar- 


mament agreement which in- 
volved verifiable reductions in 
forces and arme inside the So 
viet Union itself.” 
Britain Cool 
LONDON (UPI) — Britain 
Tuesday coolly acknowledged 


Russia's renewed offer for a 
nonaggression pact between 
the NATO and Warsaw Pac* 
nations. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
said such a treaty might be 
‘a useful ingredient” in a 
broader East-West settlement.

DAMASCUS (AP)—Svria Tues- 
day charged Israel with launch- 
ing a two-hour “armed aggres- 
sion” on the Syrian border.

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Work Prevention by 
Unions Held Illegal 


The Supreme Court yester- 
day ruled for the first time titat 
it was illegal for a wnion to 
form a picket line to obstruct a 
company’s business. 

In upholding a lower court 
verdict, the Supreme Court said 
a “show of power” to prevent 
business goes beyond the Con- 
stitutional right to strike. 


The verdict was handed 
down to the union of the Chike- 
betsu. branch of the Haboro 


Mining and Railway Co. of Hok- 
kaido., 


It was expected to greatly 
curtail future labor struggles 
because it showed the limits of 
forming picket lines. 


The case dates to September, 
1950, when about 100 union 
members sat on railway tracks 
and blocked operations of the 
company's coal wagons, 


Five leaders of the strike, in- 
cluding Masatomi Tokiyasu, 
chief secretary of the Asahi- 
kawa chapter of the Japan 
Labor Farmer Relief Associa- 
tion, were charged with inter- 
fering with business and caus 
ing injury, and all five were 
found guilty at a trial at 
the Asahikawa District Court in 
February 1952. 


The five defendants appealed 


———— 


to the Sapporo Higher Court but 
it dismissed the appeal in 
August 1952. 

"rhe Supreme Court ruler: 
“Any act of violence or coercion 
by the worker resulting in ob- 
struction of business by the 
employer, in suppression of the 
employer's free will, or in pre- 
vention of exercise of control 
on his property, is outside the 
scope of legitimate acts of dis- 
pute and constitutes an ‘of- 
fense of obstruction of business 
by the use of force and viol 


ence. 


The Supreme Court also dis 
missed an appeal to revise the 
lower court decision on 11 Com 
muniste who beat a policeman 
to death. 


The murder occurred Dec. 26, 
1951 during a strike at the To 
kyo plant of the Odawara Paper 
Co. in Nerima Ward. isamu 
Yajima and nine other Commu. 
nists beat to death Katsuro 
Indo, a policeman of the Nerima 
Police Station. Thev said the 
believed Indo had worked with 
management to suppress their 
first union. 

Yajima was sentenced to five 
years imprisonment on charges 
of assault and homicide and 
others condemned to prison 
terms ranging from two and a 
half to five years.

The woman's son, unlike his

tries to starve him.

Autumn comes and the elder

The old 
woman, more than ever asham- 
ed of her age, particularly in 
front of her new daughter-in- 
law, has purposely broken ail 
of her front teeth so that she 
will be more presentably old. 
Though she had hoped to die in 
the snow (for the gods are most 
gracious to those who die while 
snow is falling) she finally de- 
cides to go to the mountain top 
and forces her son to call the 
meeting of elders which will 
give them the necessary infor- 
mation on how to get there. 

Finally, he unwillingly takes 
her on his back and begins the 
long climb up the mountain. 
The mountain top is like a 
charnel house, covered with 
decomposed corpses and bones. 
There he leaves her and, in 
paroxysms of grief starts down 
the mountain. 

Here he sees the next-loor 
son trying to push his father 
of the cliff, not wishing to 
bother to take him to the top.

Peninsula” (SEAP) games 
would be held every two vearw, 
between the Olyinpics and the 
Asian Games, ““to train our 
athletes for better performance 
in international meets. 

“Our teams are not strong 

. » Our standards are low,” he 
said, adding “a ‘SEAP games’ 
would strengthen the athletes 
of these nations and promote 
better friendship among these 
countries.” 

Luang, who attended the In 
ternational Olympic Committee 
meeting in Tokyo this month, 
said the idea was thoroughls 
discussed among delegates from 
the Malay Peninsula in Tokyo 
Mav 22. 

Twelve events were chosen 
for the proposed games. They 
were: track and field, football, 
basketball, boxing, tennis, bad- 
minton, table tennis, weight- 
lifting, volleyball, shooting, cy- 
cling and long-distance swim- 
ming as the events in the SEAP 
games. 

“Any event would be cance)- 
ed if at least three nations did 
not enter,” Luang said. 

The Thailand Government has 
already approved the idea, 
which was born three months 
ago, Luang added. 

The six nations will discuss 
details of the games iater. 

Luang attended the opening 
ceremony of the Third Asian 
Games Saturday. He said the

China’s Five-Year-Plan 


Housing, Coal, Power Target Achieved but Needs Underestimated 


By THE CHINA NEWS ANALYST 


HONGKONG—Every aspect of 
the first Five-Year-Plan called 
for more buildings, and visitors 
to China in recent years could 
not fail to be impressed by the 
bullding activity that was seen 
everywhere. Last March, an 
articie in the Peiping monthiy, 
“Planned Economy,” stated that 
the target of the plan had been 
150 million square meters of 
floor apace and that 200 million 
had in fact been achieved. 

In the plan 47 per cent was 
to be for productive purposes 
and 53 per cent for nonproduc- 
tive bulldings, but in fact 80 per 
cent of all construction was 
nonproductive—offices, achools, 
housing, etc. One third of this 
was for theaters, clubs, and 
meeting halla, since, a8 we are 
told, the officials have en 
carried away by the idea of the 
grandeur of the stendard of 
socialism. 

This achievement has natural- 
ly called for a great expansion 
of the building industry itself 
and the number of persons em- 
ployed in it haa grown from 
200,000 to 2,500,000. There has 
at the same time been increased 
mechanization in the industry 
in the use of cement mixers, ex- 
cavators, etc., but this has been 
checked in the last two years, 
S06 as to economize in the im- 
port of machinery. 

Housing Still Short 
All this building activity has 


. not relieved the housing short 


age which remains acute: it is 
said that there are 2,500,000 
people awaiting housing in the 
cities alone, although 65 million 
square meters of housing floor- 
space have been provided in the 


five years. 
domestic 


All statistics of 
housing are given 
after the Russian fashion,—in 
square meters of floorspace, 
never in the number of families 
housed, and a partial explana- 
tion of this is found in the 
sometimes bitter complaints of 
the lavish provision of housing 
for officials and their families 
and servants, 

The grave housing shortage 
js felt in all the cities for the 
population of all bas Increased 
and felt also in all the new 
centers of industry where new 
townships are growing up. In 
the cities, one cause is the 
negiect of repair work on old 
houses—for example, in the 
rains of August 1954, 3,000 
houses in Peiping collapsed — 
and a second cause is the et 
thusiasm shown in the early 
years of the plan for the re- 
planning of towns, under the 
guidance of Russian experts. 

Below World Level 

Thus, the Ta Kung Pao tells 
us: “For the sake of building 
new roads, or widening the old, 
or for reconstructing the center 
of cities and towns, many dwel- 
ling houses in good repair have 
been destroyed; in some cities 
as much as 20 per cent of the 
houses were pulled down.” The 
present drive which ig sending 
people from the cities into the 
country will do much to relieve 
conditions im the cities, but in 
the countryside itself, the short- 
age of housing is just as des 
perate.

It had been planned that ce- 
ment output should increase 
from 2.3600,.000 tons in 1952 to 
6 million tons in 1957; the ac- 
tual production of 1957 is 
given, provisionally, as 6,500,000 
tons.

many building projects have 
been delayed owing to shortage 
of cement and building plans

Demand Increases 


In the coal industry, the 
Five-Year-Pian projected 14 
major works, including 179 


mine-shafts, of which 115 were 
to be completed by 1957; in 
fact 179 were begun and 115 
completed, so that the plan was 
exactly fulfilled Coal output 
increased by about 13 million 
tons per year, reaching a 
figure estimated at about 120 
million tons in 1957, but there 
have been continuous com 
plaints about a deterioration in 
the quality of the coal, Coke 
production fell far short of the 
planned target. Again, the plan 
had gravely underestimated the 
demand: the growing steel in- 
dustry required an enormous 
supply. compared with 1952, 
and demand for heating and 
cooking more than doubied in 
the five years, so that the Gov- 
ernment is continualy issu- 
ing orders for the more eco 
nomical use of coal, 


There is the same story to tell 
of electric power. The Five 
Year-Plan projected doubling 
the capacity of power stations 
80 as to reach 4 million kilo- 
watt, in 1957. This was accom- 
plished, but the demand for 
power far exceeded expecta- 
tions and the power stations 
were under heavy strain. More- 
over they were badly distribut- 
ed, for there are several regions 
without any power. 


Power transmission in China 
is very limited, and exploitation 
of the immense water resources 
must await careful preliminary 
planning for the utilization or 
transmission of the power. 
China is not as yet producing 
generators iarger than 12,000 
kilowatts and the use of these 
is uneconomic in the more de- 
veloped areas, like Manchuria 
(Manchuria has more than one- 
third of the total power output 
capacity of China). 

Target Too Low 


Thus, in the three industries 
just noticed, cement, fuel and 
power, the Five-Year-Plan was 
fulfilled, but the planners had 
pitched their target too low. 
This is the more serious because 
these are industries which in 
any wise plan should rather go 
ahead of general development 
and not lag behind it. Their 
backwardness is now felt in 
every sector of the economy as 
a brake upon progress. 

Of the chemical industry, lit- 
tle can be said. The Five-Year- 
Plan contemplated five nitrogen- 
ous fertilizer plants and two 
phosphate plants, but the 
nitrogenous piants were to 
take six years for completion, 
and we have no information as 
to what progress has been 
made. A People’s Daily editorial 
stated recently that “reliable 
sources of phosphate with facili- 
ty for transport have not yet 
been found, a fact which limits 
possible expansion,” so that it 
is unlikely that the phosphate 
plants have made any progress. 
We have figures for actual pro- 
duction of chemical fertilizers, 
namely, 19,000 tons in 1952 and 
80,0000 tons in 1957, which 
imply that the Chinese chemical 
industry is still negligible, and 
chemical fertilizer must be im- 
ported. The steel and machine 
industries will be considered in 
a future article.

Crisis in France 


LONDON, Via Radiopress— 
The British editorials are 
mainly concerned with events 
in France, Algeria and Corsica. 


The Dally Telegraph, con- 
servative, says that the French 
National Assembly meets today 
against a background of 
broadening rebellion, After Aji- 
geria and Corsica, ominous 
rumors from the southern de- 
partments of France ‘re 
causing intemse concern § in 
Paris. 

The danger was that the 
successful seizure of power sy 
the right in Corsica could cilso 
easily provoke counteraction 
by the Communists elsewhere. 


The Telegraph expects that 
in the National Assembly the 
common interest in survival 
will overcome the quibblings 
of factions and insure a suc- 
cessful passage for M. Pfilmlin’s 
reforms. However, it doubts 
whether these reforms will 
suffice to solve the crisis. It 
Says they could not help M. 
Pilimlin grapple with the 
rebellious generals. 


If the revolt should spread to 
metropolitan France the as- 
sembly, whether or not it had 
reformed the constitution, 
would be compelled to abdicate, 
and possibly the only relevant 
subject for discussion now is 
how the assembly could do this 


with the minimum danger to 
the state. 

The Manchester Guardian, 
liberal, takes the view that if 


the Corsica event is repeated in 
other departments Gen. De 
Gaulle would be thwarted in his 
deciared desire to recéive office 
at the hands of the elected par- 
liament. it. says that though 
parliament might be coerced, De 
Gaulle would in fact have been 
put in by the mob, 


Does he want this, the news- 
paper asks?’ The general's sil- 
ence on so many vital issues has 
already done grievous harm. If 
he maintains this silence now it 
would be impossible not to con- 
clude that for him anything goes 
£0 long as it brought him back 
to power, 

But the Guardian goes on: 
It is not De Gaulle alone who is 
now put to the test. The French 
nation and parliament must de- 
cide whether force is to Over- 
ride law. It includes: The crisis 
has reached the stage where 
small incidents may tip the bal- 
ance between national revulsion 
from bullying and acquiescence 
in disintegration which would 
tear great rents both in the liber- 
ties of France and in the liber- 
ties of nations.

JOHANNESBURG, Union of

U.S. and Postelection Japan

WASHINGTON (AP)—Amert- 
can officials are looking forward 
to greater stability in U.S.Japan 
relations over the next two to 
three years as the result of 
Prime Minister Kishi's return 
to power in last week's Diet 
election. 


The only surprise here in the 
election return was the way it 
conformed to predictions. The 
results followed advance esti- 
mates closely. 


The popular endorsement of 
the Kishi Government and its 
Free World policies led high of- 
ficlals to expect continued im- 


provement in relations with 
Washington. 

It is recognized here that 
Kishi while emerging in a 
definitely stronger personal 
position, still has to work 
carefully within his own 


Liberal-Democratic Party. 

It is expected that such fac- 
tional party leaders as Ichiro 
Kono will be given important 
posts in any new Cabinet Kishi 
may form. But by treading care- 
fully, Kishi is expected to retain 
command at least until 1961, bar- 
ring unforeseen developments. 

State Department press officer 
Lincoln White summed up the 
prevailing view here in saying: 
“We anticipate that Japan will 
continue to be a source of stabil- 
ity which is important to the 
security of the Far East.” 

Officials were divided on the 
future of Japan's strained trade 
relations with Communist China, 

Some quarters consider it pos- 
sible Communist China may 
move to mend its trade ties after 
realizing that their use as a 
political weapon did more harm 
than good. 

Other sources, however, Teel 
that Communist China will not 
relax its trade ban but will con- 
tinue to use it as a form of 
pressure on Kishi and provide 
the Socialist Party with a ready 
issue against the Government. 

Informed Japanese quarters 
here incline to the second view. 
They do not expect Kishi to 
aiter his basic policy of con- 
sidering trade with mainiand 
China as desirable from a 
strictly business point of view. 

The Chinese Communists are 
pressing for political conces 
sions along with their trade, in- 
cluding de facto recognition of 


tre Peiping Government. Japa- 
nese sources do not believe 
Kishi will yield to this any 
more now than before the elec- 
tion. 


The problem of U.S.Japan 
trade relations will probably 
continue to be difficult but cub. 


ject to negotiations, sources 
here predict. President Eisen- 
hower has made the  Ad- 


ministration's friendly feelings 
toward Japan's need for ex- 
panding trade clear on repeated 
occasions. 


Congress is sensitive, how- 
ever, to the complaints of 
domestic producers and is again 
threatening restrictive action 
on Japanese tuna and salmon 
fishing activity, as well as a 
long list of other items. 


lt is agreed generally that 
the over-all prospect of passing 
liberal trade policies for five 
more years has improved in 
Congress as a result of the Com- 
munist trade offensive, 


Japanese voluntary restric- 
tions also have served to take 
some of the steam out of 
legislation aimed at curbing Ja- 
panese imports in the U5. 
market, 


here in Paris has been the re- 
signation of the moderate and 
high-minded French Chief of 
Staff, Gen, Paul Ely. Ostensibly, 
Gen. Ely resigned because the 
new Minister of Defense, Pierre 
de Chevigne, abruptly arrested 
a couple of members of the gen- 
eral staff without giving Gen. 
Ely any warning. 

In fact, however, this was 
just the straw that broke the 
camel's back, as was indicated 
when Gen. Ely was beseeched 
most hurnbly to resume his post. 
He simply answered that he did 
not agree with the government 
on much larger issues than the 
arrest of his subordinates. Three 
other senior officers. beginning 
with Adm. Henry Nomy, were 
then offered the post and gave 
the same answer as Gen. Ely. 
Gen. Henri Lorillot, who final- 
lv agreed to take over, is an in- 
timate collaborator of Gen. Ely, 
who accepted the office with the 
fill approbation of his former 
chef, and only because the 
French armed forces could not 
be left headless. 

. . . 

All this implies (as it was in- 
tended to imply) the virtually 
absolute solidarity of the French 
Army here in Europe behind the 
French Army in Algeria. What 
the Army wants is a serious 
attempt to solve the cruel Al- 
geriayn problem once and for all, 
without undue further delay. 
The apparently enthusiastic res- 
ponse of the Muslim population 
to the Committee of Public 
Safety in Algeria has convinced 
the Army that such a solution 
is now feasible. 


But Gen. Raoul Salan has also 
revealed the Army's conviction 
that only one man can impose 
this Algerian solution. In his 
recent address in Algiers, Salan 
spoke volumes, both by his éc- 
static praise of Gen. de Gaulle 
and by his significant silence 
concerning the Pflimlin govern- 
ment—the same government 
which was obsequiously voting 
full powers to Gen. Salan almost 
as the general delivered this 
address. 

In these circumstances, how 
else can the authority of Paris 
be restored in Algiers, except by 
an eventual resort to Gen. de 
Gaulle? No easily imaginable 
combination of French pariia- 
mentarians can accomplish this 
without, as a minimum, the 
support of the Army in Europe 
against the Army in Algeria. 

That support will hardly be 
forthcoming, because the French 
Army in Europe shares the con- 
viction of the French Army in 
Algeria that no imaginable com- 
bination of civilian politicians 
can impose an Algerian solution. 
This conviction, furthermore, is 
almost certainly correct; for Gen. 
de Gaulle will be able to spon- 
sor a solution that would cause 
cries of “treason” if it emanated 
from the Chamber of Deputies. 


. There is, therefore, only one 
peaceable way out that seems 
to have much chance of suc- 
cess. This is for the civilian 
politicians to offer power to 
Gen. de Gaulle for a limited 
term, and for two lawfully spec- 
ified purposes—to seek a solu- 
tion in Algeria and to carry 
through a constitutional reform. 
Even among the active advo- 
cates .of such an offer, the 
great majority are apprehen- 
sive to the point of goosefiesh. 
No one can tell whether the 
general would accept such an 
offer, but it is certain that if he 
refused he would then jose 
much of the support he now 
enjoys, and this would trans- 
form the situation once again. 
The left-wing parties want 
nothing of the sort. The Com- 
munists are threatening a gen- 
eral strike. All the parliamen- 
tarians are looking for still an- 
other combination, which will 
somehow overcome the harsh 
reality of two quite separate 
governments in Paris and Al- 
giers. Maybe a miracle will 
happen along this unlikely line. 
But it is much more likely that 
the situation will drag on to 
the point of open rupture be- 
tween Algeria and Paris. Then 
there can be very bad trouble 
indeed in this unhappy country.
